CHURCHILL 
CALLS UPON 
OLD FRIENDS

WASHINGTON (AP) — It was 


a visit that tugged at the heart- 
strings — timeworn Sir Winston 
Churchill paying a call on two 
gravely 'ill old friends. 


Accompanied by President Ei- 


senhower, his host, Britain's for- 
mer prime minister went to Wal- 
ter Reed Army Hospital Tuesday 
afternoon to see cancer-stricken 
John -Foster Dulles and Gen. 
George C. Marshall, who has suf- 
fered two strokes. 


Marshall, now retired, was U.S. 


Army chief of staff in World War 
n 
and worked 
closely with 


Churchill. Dulles, whose illness 
forced his resignation as secre- 
tary of state last month, also had 
participated in many a conference 
with the grand old man from Eng- 
land. 


Churchill now Is 84 and — as 


Eisenhower put it at his news con- 
ference Tuesday is showing the 
wear and tear of advancing age. 
So it was something of a physical 
effort for him to, go to the hos- 
pital from the White House. 


r°He and the President first spent 
about two minutes with Marshall, 
who recognized them but could say 
little. Mrs. Marshall told the vis- 
itors, however, that her husband 
was delighted they had come. 


.Newsmen were not permitted to 


accompany Churchill and Eisen- 
hower. White House press secre- 
tary James C. Hagerty gave re- 
porters an account of the sessions. 


It was Hagerty who supplied the 


picture of deep emotion—a picture 
of the President escorting one 
somewhat enfeebled old Mend on 
the visit with two others who are 
critically sick. 


Dulles, wearing a blue and white 


robe over pajamas, was brought 
into the room in a wheelchair. It 
was the first public disclosure that 
he no longer is doing much walk- 
ing when out of bed. A State De- 
partment spokesman said Dulles 
still can walk, but finds the wheel 
chair more convenient.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Dr. 


Arthur E. Morgan, consulting 
engineer for the Seneca Indians, 
today began studying a detailed 
report by Army Engineers on 
why they have rejected his la- 
test proposal for a flood control 
on the upper Allegheny River. 


Morgan's plan called for 


reservoir at Conewango, N. Y., 
in place of the Army's proposed 
Kinzua (Pa.)

Girl Is Stabbed 
To Death While 
Picking Berries 


NEW ORLEANS (AP)— A boy 


killed a pretty girl by stabbing 
her 48 times and seriously slashed 
her girl companion Tuesday, po- 
lice said, in a wooded area where 
they were picking berries. 


The dead girl was Kathy Feh- 


ler, 12. Her companion was Judy 
Guillot, U. 


The boy, identified as Edward 


A. Herty, 13, told police in a 
signed statement he was helping 
the girls pick berries when they 
tried to rob him. Police quoted 
him as saying he took the knife 
from one of the girls and stabbed 
them with it. 


All three were white. 
The wounded child, when Her- 


ty, wearing a blood-splattered T- 
shirt, was brought before her at 
the hospital, said, "That's him. 
All I want to know is why he did 
it." 


Herty, about 5-9 and 170 pounds, 


appeared exceptionally calm. 


Judy refused *to answer the 


pleas of her mother, Juanita Guil- 
lot Struber, to tell her what hap- 
pened. 


"Mother, I don't want to discuss 


it, I just don't want to discuss it 
with anyone—not even you. It's 
too horrible." 


Herty was turned over to juven- 


ile authorities to be held for de- 
linquency by "reason of murder 
and attempted murder." 


A friend of the boy's family de- 


scribed him as an honor student 
and a Boy Scout.

JUDGMENT 
IS SET ASIDE 


WASHINGTON (AP)—U. S. 


DisL Jud?e George L. Hart, Jr. 
today set aside, as excessive, a 
$145,000 libel judgment won by 
Mrs. Pearl A. Wanamaker as s. 
result of a broadcast by Fulton 
Lewis Jr. 


Judge Hart said that even by 


construing the evidence most 
favorably to Mrs. Wanamaker, 
it was his opinion that the ver- 
dict was so exceessive "a to 
shock the conscience and lead to 
the conclusion that the jury 
was influenced by p?,ssion or 
prejudice." 


Mrs. Wanamaker is a former 


superintendent of public instruc- 
tion in" Washington state and 
long has neen prominent nation- 
ally in educational circles. 


The Lewis broadcast on which 


the suit was based occurred 
Jan. 6, 1956. Lewis said then 
that Mrs. Wanamaker had a 
brother who had been in the 
State Department and who fled 
behind the Iron Curtain, re- 
nouncing1 his American citizen- 
ship for Communism. 


In his next broadcast Jan. 0, 


Lewis admitted he had made a 
"horrifying mistake" and ex- 
plained he had meant to use the 
name of another Washington 
state educator. 


As a result of the judge's rul- 


ing today, the case must be re- 
tried unless opposing lawyers 
should reach a compromise set- 
tlement of the suit. 


Observer Says Reds 


Not Anxious for War 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The So- 


viet Union does not want war over 
Berlin, a congressional observer 
said today, but is "prepared to go 
to the brink of war." 


Rep. Alvin M. Bentley (R-Mich) 


said the Allies must make plain 
"our 
determination to remain in 


Berlin, come what may." 


Bentley visited Berlin as a 


member of a two-man house For- 
eign Affairs Committee study mis- 
sion last month.

Peaceful Use of 
Outer Space Is 
Sought by U.N.

HARRISBURG (AP) — Parents 


would be liable for injury or dam- 
age caused by their children un- 
der a bill approved by the House 
Tuesday and sent to the Senate. 


The vote on the much-amended 


proposal was 135-53. 


It would make the parents of 


any child 8 to 16 years of age li- 
able for injury to any persons or 
loss or damage to property caused 
by the child's willful s and mali- 
cious conduct. Such liability would 
range from $300 for a single act 
to ?1,000 for a series of acts. 


The bill was changed five times 


before it. finally won enough sup- 
port to pass. On March 17, a final 
vote was postponed when opposi- 
tion to the bill mushroomed in the 
floor debate and its defeat ap- 
peared certain.

Strauss Likely to

WASHINGTON (AP)—Lewis 


L. Strauss has sat in a Senate 
hearing room and ,heard him- 
self called vindictive, boastful, 
unethical, the next thing -to a 
liar. 


Today, for a change, he ap- 


peared likely to get some strong 
support for his nomination as 
secretary of commerce from the 
man called the father of the H- 
bomb, Dr. Edward Teller. 


Teller was brought in as a

Teller, of the University of 


California's Radiation Labora-

Strauss down- the line in his 
stormy years as chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission.

President Eisenhower has evok- 
ed such a volcano of charges 
and recriminations against the 
nominee.

that Strauss had taken god-like 
credit for developing the hydro- 
gen bomb although the real de- 
cisions and work on the weapon 
were done by others.

WASHINGTON (AP)— Radioac- 


tive fallout from huge Soviet nu- 
clear weapons tests is concen- 
trated in the Northern Hemisphere 
and reaches the earth much fast- 
er than expected, top government 
scientists now believe. 


Their testimony on the Soviet- 


produced fallout was presented to 
a Senate-House Atomic Energy 
subcommittee Tuesday. 


The scientists said fallout from 


United States and British tests 
also was descending faster than 
they had originally estimated, 
though not at the rate of the Sovi- 
et-produced debris. 


Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 


Chairman John A. McCone sound- 
ed a reassuring note. In a speech 
to the National Press Club, Mc- 
Cone said a scientific advisory 
committee soon "will give further 
reassurance ,to .the -people .of -the 
world about the very small hazard 
resulting from fallout." 


The three nuclear powers—the 


Soviet Union, Britain and the 
United States—are in the North- 
ern Hemisphere where the fallout 
rate is highest. At Geneva they 
now are trying to reach agreement 
to suspend all atomic tests. 


Dr. Willard F. Libby, the scien- 


tist member of the AEC, told the 
subcommittee in 1957 he believed 
the radioactive debris falls to 
earth in 5 to 10 years. 


Tuesday he said he had modified 


his thinking considerably. He es- 
timated that Soviet fallout, mostly 
from tests in the Far North, de- 
scends in one year. That from U.S. 
and British blasts, principally in 
the Pacific near the equator, 
takes four to five years, he said. 


Dr. Lester Machta, U.S. Weath- 


er Bureau meteorologist, testified 
that strontium 90—one of the most 
deadly fallout substances — is 
much heavier in the north temper- 
ate zone. 


He said that over-all fallout in 


the Northern Hemisphere probably 
is 2V2 times the world average. 


This spring, after the big Soviet 


blasts of last October, "promises 
to produce the highest fallout rate 
of any spring this far," the mete- 
orologist said. 
Mother and Boy

mother and her unemployed boy 
friend calmly told officers Tues- 
day how they planned and carried 
out the murder of her two young 
sons. 


The couple, who had been in 


San Diego only two weeks, were 
quoted by sheriff's deputies as 
saying they killed the boys lasl 
Saturday "because they were 
bad" and left their bodies in the 
mountains east of here. 


Kenneth Archie Merriam, 36, an 


unemployed painter, told officers 
and reporters he strangled the 
boys at the suggestion of their 
mother, Wanda Brogdon, 33. 


"She talked me into it," Mer- 


riam said. "It's a shame." He 
had been asked to explain why he 
strangled David Wayne Brogdon 
3, and Virgil Brogdon Jr., 5, 


Dist. Atty. Don Keller'said Mer- 


riam and Mrs. Brogdon would be 
arraigned on two counts of mur- 
der. 


They are accused of taking the 


boys—along with a 19-month-old 
sister, Cynthia, who was no 
harmed—into the Laguna Moun 
tains about 50 miles east of here 
where Merriam confessed he took 
first the older boy and then the 
younger boy from the car am 
strangled them.

Famous Eiffel Tower Having

side, girder by girder. The 'gov- 
ernment banned such stunts after 
an Austrian tourist who couldn't 
pay the admission price climbed 
700 feet. 


The 984-foot tower was built to 


commemorate the 100th anniver- 
sary of the French Revolution of 
1789. 
Its designer was bridge 


builder Gustave Eiffel. 


Construction started in 1887. It 


took 300 workmen two years and 
2^ million rivets to put together 
the 18,036 iron girders. The tower 
weighs 7,000 tons and cost 334 
million dollars.

LONG-RANGE FOREST PROGRAM 


Representative George M. Grant, of Alabama, 


chairman of the Subcommittee on Forests, of the 
House Agriculture Committee, announces hear- 
ings will be held Thursday and Friday, May 14 
and 15, on long-range conservation and develop- 
ment program for the national forests, submitted 
to Congress by the Secretary of Agriculture 
March 24. 


According to a document just received by the 


Times-Mirror the program sets up long-range 
obpectives looking to the year 2000. It also out- 
lines interim action concerned with what needs 
to be done in the next 10 - 15 years to mesh with 
the long-range objectives and meet current de- 
mands. The report is the result of several years 
of study on the part of the Forest Service and fol- 
lows up the less comprehensive reports -dealing 
with development of recreational resources and 
with timber needs and resources. 


The lead-off witness at the hearing will be 


spokesmen for the Department of Agriculture and 
the Forest Service who will discuss the program 
in greater detail and present estimates of the cost 
Involved. 


Other witnesses will Include spokesmen for 


organizations and-industries interested in the na- 
tional forests and their administration. 


Our Informant advises that Congressman Leon 


H. Gavin, of this district, is keenly interested in 
this move, and is expjected to be called as a wit- 
ness. 


Congressman Grant says he hopes to confine 


the hearings to two days of testimony. In view 
of the widespread interest in the subject, however, 
he says the hearing record will be held open for 
several days after the sessions and statements 
commenting on the plan from witnesses who do 
not appear in person will be included in the print- 
ed record. He urges organizations and individuals 
outside Washington who want to comment on the 


,- Forest Service plan to do so by means of written 


^ statements/rather than by oral testimony at the 
T, hearings, which will be held in the Agriculture 


Committee room, 1310 New House Office Build- 
Ing, Washington, D. C., on the dates mentioned 
above beginning at ten a. m. They will be open 
to the public.

tional Forest it may be well to remind that re- 
, quests for permission to testify at the hearing or 
to file written statements should be addressed to 
the Clerk of the Committee or Agriculture, House 
of Representatives.

by Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
Minnesota Democrat. 


Arms control, or disarmament, 


can be undertaken only to the de- 
gree that it can be enforced. This 
means some kind of inspec- 
tion system to prevent cheating 
by either side. 


But American scientists have 


not been able to develop any tech- 
niques that would make it possible 
to enforce an agreement outlaw- 
ing nuclear weapons. 


So it follows that even if there 


were an agreement on banning 
nuclear tests, it would not mean 
that nuclear weapons already in 
the hands of the United States and 
the U.SS.R. would be destroyed. 


Therefore, the possibility of nu- 


clear war, even though the big 
powers agree not to do any more 
testing, will hang over the world's 
head a long, long time. 


It would be to the disadvantage 


of this country to have an agree- 
ment banning the use of nuclear 
weapons in war—even If both 
sides lived up to an agreemen 
not to use them. Why? 


Because—since the Soviet, Red 


Chinese and satellite ground fore 
e« so hugely outnumber the West 
em ground forces—America's pos 
session of nuclear weapons help 
it offset the manpower advantage 
of the Communists. How? 


Because so long as this coun 


try has nuclear weapons that can 
ba used in swift retaliation if the

starting one. 


Therefore, the State Department 


says, this country has always in- 
sisted that disarmament be car- 
ied out in a balanced way so the 
Soviets would not be left with a 
military advantage.

nuclear weapons alone. It wants 
balanced arms limitation, fool- 
proof inspection and controls. 


Arms limitation would include

The State Department says: I 


"We have insisted that each step j 
in one field of military strength ' 
must be complemented with a 
similar step in other fields, and. 
that all must be verified by inter-1 
national inspection." 


But since the department says 


there is no way of knowing that 
the Soviet Union had destroyed its j 
stocks of nuclear weapons—if it | 
agreed to destroy them—It is easy I 
to see how far off is any agree- | 
ment on destroying nuclear weap-1 
ons. 


And since this country links all 


the steps In disarmament togeth- 
er, any disarmament looks a long 
way off, too.

As more nations—besides the 
r< 


United States, Britain and the Sov- 
iet Union—develop the ability to j 
make nuclear weapons, it will be 
increasingly difficult to have a 
safeguarded disarmament agree- 
ment covering all types of nuclear 
weapons.

India, Pakistan Disputes 
Pale in Face of Red Menace

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—The Chinese Communist takeover in 


,Tibet is seen here as having possibly one good effect. If it forces 
India and Pakistan to realize that they both face a common danger 
from the north, they might be induced to settle their long-standing 
differences with each other. 
j First evidence that the two countries might be in a mood to 
,patch up their quarrels was revealed in the recent signing in Wash - 
jington of a new temporary agreement on division of water in the 
Indus River tributaries. 


Mediator in this instance was the World Bank. The agreement 


was signed by Pakistan's new Ambassador to Washington Aziz 
Ahmad and Indian Minister for Power N. D. Guhlati, who came 
here for the negotiations. 


There is no sign yet that India and Pakistan are ready to settle 


their principal hassle—over Kashmir. All efforts, to mediate that 
dispute through the United Nations or by direct negotiations have 
so far been futile. 


BUT A RED BUILD-UP NOW REPORTED all along China's 


southern border would threaten not only India, but also Nepal, 
Bhutan and Kashmir as well. In this situation, India may need 
any support she can get, including that of Pakistan. H India goes 
down Pakistan goes with her and vice versa. There's a need for 
then- co-operation. 


British Commonwealth of Nations is regarded here as the logical 


place in which differences between two of its members should be 
settled. But prime ministers of the Commonwealth countries meet 
only once a year. 


The British government has apparently shunned any action that 


would antagonize or show partiality for either India or Pakistan. 
No conciliation efforts are under way. In this situation, the good 
offices of. both the United. Nations and the United States could be 
used to advantage. 


IN THE PAST, BOTH INDIA AND PAKISTAN have been critical 


of U.S. aid to the other. India has criticized the United States 
for giving military assistance to Pakistan. The amount of this 
aid is secret. But Pakistan is a good member of both the South- 
east Asia and Baghdad pacts. U.S. military aid has been offered 
to India, but has been refused. 


Pakistan, on the other hand, criticizes the United States for giv- 


ing more economic aid to India the neutral than has been given to 
its open ally against communism. 


The recent shooting down of an Indian photo reconnaissance 


plane over Pakistan added fuel to this fire. 


ACTUALLY, THE TWO COUNTRIES HAVE both fared well on 
U.S. aid. On straight economic assistance, 1951 through 1958, 
India has received 346 million dollars in grants, Pakistan 266 
million. 


From the Washington angle, neither country has much cause 


for complaint. Both countries have shaky economies and need all 
jthe help they can get. 


If they would settle their differences with each other and devote 


this energy to building up their internal economies and their de- 
fenses against aggression from their common enemy to the north, 
it would be regarded here as a net gain for the free world. The

BONN CAP)—Americans shop- 


ping for a plant site in the Euro- 
pean common market will find 
the six nations differ widely m 
many respects — taxes, labor 
costs, material costs, restrictions 
in importation of raw materials, 
and in the consumer market they 
offer. 


The six also have many squab- 


bles among themselves yet to be 
solved. 


"Americans should take Into 


account all the factors," says 
West German Finance Minister 
Franz Etzel. "Low wages alone 
doesn't justify a factory site." 


He ^refers to the often heard 


charge that Germany is a high 
wage country 
compared, say, 


with Italy. Other members of the 
common market are France, Hol- 
land, Belgium and Luxembourg. 


"There are wage differentials 


in Germany, too," Etzel notes. 
"Bavaria has a lower scale than 
does the Ruhr " 


Germany has higher direct tax- 


es than some of the others, but 
lower indirect taxes—the partial- 
ly hidden taxes that add to the 
cost of living in the long run but

not necessarily to the initial pro- 
duction of goods. 


This has been giving German 


steel producers a headache. 


"French steel is a problem," 


Etzel admits, "since it can be 
sold here cheaper than German 
steel can be produced. The rea- 
sons are many, French • t e e 1 
mills may be more modern. De- 
valuation of the franc gave them 
an advantage. 


"But tax differences ar« the 


chief stumbling block. German 
direct taxes are high and French 
low The French try to balance 
their federal budget by high in- 
direct taxes, while ours are low; 


"Because of the low direct tax 


on steel production in France 
compared with the high one here, 
the European coal and steel coni- 
munity has put a 6 per cent tax 
on French steel exported here, o'r 
some 30 to 40 marks per ton. We 
think the tax should b« 10 per 
cent.

"But this is another of the com- 


mon market's growing pains that 
will be eased in 
time."

Still another problem Is the dif-

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — "We 


Americans believe there is some- 
thing wrong with research which 
doesn't produce a cure. No cure, 
and research is set down as only, 
a cult." 


Dr. Margaret Mead, noted au- 


thor and anthropologist, summed 
up in this way what she considers 
mistaken notions about getting re- 
snlts in science, especially in work 
with mentally retarded children. 


She addressed a conference de- 


voted to improving programs for 
me mentally handicapped. It is 
sponsored by the Woods Schools 
in nearby Langhorne and by the 
technical planning project of the 
American Assn. on Mental Defi- 
ciency. 


"We are overwhelmingly behind 


medical research to produce more 
wonder drugs and cure more dis- 
eases," Dr. Mead said, "but we 
are unwilling to investigate any- 
thing unless we can somehow 
change it 


"Research on the mentally re- 


tarded confronts us with an un- 
comfortable dilemma. It yields no 
such rewards as research on the 
gifted, and many research work- 
ers do not want to be identified 
with projects for which they can 
muster very little understanding."

They laugh quicker, louder—and 
shorter—than here. They give a 
sharp laugh, then quit, and jou 
have to have another gag ready. 


"The Americans laugh slower 


and longer." 


Dhery also has found a differ- 


ence between French and Ameri- 
can audiences. 


"I like it here because the audi- 


ence comes to the theater ready 
to laugh and enjoy itself," he said. 
"In France they go to see whether 
you can make them laugh. There 
is a difference." 


Dhery, the slender mobile-faced 


son of a Chablis miller, has been 
in somev20 films. He is also one 
of the busiest revue directors in 
Paris. 


"Few revues hi Paris last as 


long as six months." he said. "And 
people there book their tickets 
only a few days ahead at most. 


"Here a man and his wife may 


buy their tickets as much as four 
months ahead. Then on the night 
of the show their seats are empty. 
When I see this it makes me mad. 
I can only suppo&e they have died 
in the meanwhile."

ward legislation—prerenaissance." 


"We have an obligation in the 


House and Senate to protect the 
rights of minorities, those whose 
Sabbath is not on Sunday," Ehr- 
good said, "'observance of Sun- 
day should not be forced by Leg- 
islation."

to 5100 for the first offense and

NEW YORK (AP)—This is Em- 


my night, when a lot oi TV stars 
trill appear briefly before the 
cameras to present or receive the 
golden statues which indicate that 
he or she or this show was the 
best of its kind during the year. 


For 90 minutes — 10-11:30 p.m. 


EST—millions of people will be 
mildly or violently interested in 
who gets what, how Bob Hope 
looks, what Dinah Shore and the 
other women are wearing. The 
professional critics will review the 
proceeding as earnestly as if it 
were a Playhouse 90, and there 
will undoubtedly be some carping 
in print. Emmy has become a con- 
troversial piece of metal. 


The awards are given to those 


elected as best of category by the 
4,000 members of the Academy of 
Television Arts and Sciences. 
There are 42 categories now — 
none at all for daytime TV or 
sports—and there were some 200 
nominations. 


That the much criticized Acad- 


emy 
can 
winnow nominations 


down to 200 is an chievement: net- 
work television alone has an an- 
nual volume to fill 10,000 hours, 
and more than 19,000 programs 
were eligible for nomination. Hol- 
lywood has an output of some 200 
major films a year and 28 Oscars. 


Nominations are made by pro- 


ducers of TV shows — including 
their own. "The theory is that pro- 
ducers are in the best position to 
know the best shows when they 
see them," said Robert Lewine, 
president o fthe Academy's New 
York chapter. 


Inevitably there have been some 


goofs. For instance, no one nomi- 
nated Ed Sullivan's Moiseyev 
dancers program, and Sullivan 
considers this unfortunate. Several 
such oversights — some of them 
presumably by producers who 
neglected to till out the nominat- 
ing cards—have led critics to say 
that the awards are not as mean- 
ingful as they should be.
